quests before the Senate Appro- 
priations Committee. 

A request that the committee 
approve an appropriation of $23,- 
000,000 to continue a carlot man- 
ganese buying program was sent 
to the committee jointly by Mon- 
tana’s two Senators, the Demo- 
cratic veteran of 25 years’ serv- 
ice, James E. Murray, and Mike 
Mansfield, majority whip in the 
Senate. 

At its previous session, the 
committee had-heard testimony 
that the $8,156,210,000 defense 
material stockpile already was 
twice the size originally intend- 
ed and that the contractual com- 
mitments would increase it even 
more. 

Testimony about the manga- 
nese program developed that: 

1, The amount of intended 
purchases had been exceeded. 

2, Prices paid were three 
times greater than the cost of 
the metal from some other 
sources, 

3. The ore produced under 
the carlot program averaged 

42.57 per cent metallic man- 

ganese, compared to the gen- 

eral average of 48 per cent. 

Officials of the Office of Civil 
and Defense Mobilization testi- 
fied that “all our requirements 
for national defense are defined 
under the stockpiling act, the 
Defense Production Act, and all 
of them have been met. 


Buying Not Justified. 

“We cannot justify buying any 
more manganese for national se- 
curity reasons. We have so much 
manganese on hand that all our 
objectives for defense have been 
met. Exceeded, in fact. They 
have been exceeded.” 

Franklin G. Floete, adminis- 
trator of the General Services 
Administration, was asked if the 
Government had paid more than 
the price on the open market.

He withdrew his name 
from consideration’ when the 
Post-Dispatch disclosed his. po- 
lice record. 

Pay $330 a Month. 

His present post, in the chat- 
tel mortgage department in 
Denny’s office in City Hall, pays 
$330 a month. Buschman started 
work July 1, city payroll records 
showed. 

Denny, when asked today 
whether the Buschman hired by 
him is the Democratic commit- 
teeman for the Seventeenth 
Ward, replied that he did not 
know.

NIXON PRODS RUSSIAN 
INTO GRANTING RICKOVER 
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GOOD LOOK AT ATOM SHIP 


Clarification of Posi- 
tion — Next Meeting 
Wednesday. 


GENEVA, July 27 (AP) — So- 
viet and Western foreign min- 
isters called a one-day recess in 
the Big Four conference today 
to draft new statements of their 
contradictory proposals for a 
Berlin truce agreement. 

French officials said the min- 
isters hoped that by writing new 
statements of their positions— 
one on the Western side and one 
on the Soviet side—they would 


at least succeed in clarifying } 


where they stand. 

The agreement to follow this | 
procedure was reached in a two- | 
hour private meeting at the villa | 
of British Foreign Secretary 
Selwyn Lloyd. It provides that 
there will be no Big Four ses- 
sion tomorrow, French inform- 
ants said. The next session will 
probably be held Wednesday, 
they added. 

Today’s. session produced a re- 
statement of the positions of both 
East and West on Berlin and 
nothing more, Western officials 
reported. 

No Major Changes. 

Andrew H. Berding, assistant 
United States Secretary of State, 
told reporters the basic prin- 
ciples of the Western allies are 
well known. Allied officials said 
that there will be no substantial 
changes in the Western policies 
on Berlin. 

The United States and France 
have been reported standing firm 
against British pressure ‘to cut 
down on Western terms for a 
Berlin agreement in order to 
clear the way for a summit con- 
ference. 

Associates said Secretary of 
State Christian A. Herter is still 


| determined to try to get an 
agreement from Russia's Andrei 
Gromyko to protect West 


| Berlin. He is reported equally 
| determined not to accept any 
deal which will put a deadline 
on Allied rights there. 

Lloyd, who conferred with 
Prime Minister Macmillan over 
the weekend, reportedly believes 
that limited assurances already 
offered by Gromyko are the best 
the West can hope for and 
should be accepted conditionally. 

The condition, British inform- 
ants, said, is that Russia for 
the time being drop its demand 
for agreement on direct unifica- 
tion negotiations between the 
West German and Communist 
East German governments. All 
three Western powers were re- 
ported agreed that this price de- 
manded by Gromyko for a stop- 
gap Berlin settlement is com- 
pletely unacceptable.

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SAYS CAMPAIGN

TV IS POSSIBILITY 


NEW YORK, July 27 (UPI)— 
Frank Stanton, president of the 
Columbia Broadcasting System, 
said yesterday the nation faces 
a radio-television blackout of the 
1960 presidential campaign un- 
less the present ‘equal time”’ 
provisions covering candidates 
are changed. 


Stanton outlined his network’s 
stand on the issue in an edi- 
torial on the CBS “Behind the 
News’”’ television program. 

He commented on a recent 
Federal Communications Com- 
mission ruling that as the laws 
now stand, all candidates for 
an office, no matter how small 
or large the parties, must be 
given equal time by radio and 
television stations. 


The networks are fighting this 
provision on the ground that 
they cannot donate free time to 
representatives of small splinter 
parties who do not stand a 
chance for election. They have 
said they are willing to con- 
tinue providing equal time to 
major candidates.

HAVANA, July 27 (AP)—Fidel 
Castro, who was swept back into 
the Cuban Premiership as ex- 
pected by an enormous popular 
demonstration, served notice 
last night he will be friends with 
the United States only if the 
United States does not get in 
his way. 

A crowd estimated at nearly 
1,000,000 cheered as he told them 
he would bow to “‘the will of the 
people’ and resume office. The 
demonstration again underscored 
that the bearded, 32-year-old 
revolutionary leader is Cuba’s 
strong man. 


Castro by implication told off 
critics in the United States. He 
asserted that Cuba was not a pro- 
tectorate or colony of any other 
country but a free sovereign na- 
tion and ‘“‘we have to account to 
no one.”’, 

He said Cuba wants to be 
friends with all nations but can- 
not be with those “‘who offend 
us, who insult us and who ex- 
ploit us’’ nor with any vested 
interest which tries to “impose 
itself on the destiny of our peo- 
ple.” 

Silent on Red Issue, 

In two and one-half hours of 
talk, Castro failed to mention 
Communism by name at all. He 
apparently did not feel it neces- 
sary to deny charges that he is 
letting the Reds influence his 
government. 


Uptown Havana’s vast Civica 
Plaza was packed with the shout- 
ing, cheering throng. Castro told 
it emotionally that from now on 
the “symbol of our revolution 
will be the machete,’’ the long, 
sharp knife used for cutting 
sugar cane. 

The announcement provoked 
furious response in which some 
400,000 farmers, brought from 
the provinces to swel] the dem- 
onstration, clashed their ma- 
chetes in unison to add to the 
general uproar. 

Castro whipped up another 
ovation when he added that if 
his enemies should ever think of 
coming back to Cuba, “‘let them

District Judge George L. Hart 
Jr. granted a motion by the 
Federal Public Housing Adminis- 
tration to dismiss a suit in which 
the St. Louis County Housing | 
Authority sought to compel the

Government to resume advanc- 
ing money for the controversial 
Jefferson Barracks housing proj- 
ect and a smaller development 
planned ,in Webster Heights. 
PHA cut off funds for the two 
projects last spring on grounds 
that a co-operation agreement 
between the housing authority 
and the St. Louis County Coun- 
cil, which PHA termed a pre- 
requisite to obtaining federal aid, 
had been invalidated by the 
Missouri Supreme Court. 


A total of $423,063 in federal 
funds had been advanced for the 
two projects, total cost of which 
is estimated at $6,748,519. Work 
on the two developments has 
been halted since shortly after 
federal funds were cut off. 

Judge’s Comment. 


In his ruling Judge Hart said 
Charles E Slusser, commissioner 
of PHA, had not acted “in an 
arbitrary or capricious manner 
and had not abused his discre- 
tion’ in halting federal aid to 
the projects. 


Judge Hart held “‘there is not 
now and never has been” a valid | 
cooperation agreement. He noted 
that the Missouri Supreme Court 
ruled the agreement was invalid 
because it had been entered into | 
through passage of a resolution | 
rather than an ordinance by the | 
County Council, 

The resolution was replaced | 
April 1 by an ordinance, but | 
Judge Hart observed that the) 
agreement ‘authorized by the or- 
dinance has not been signed by 
County Supervisor James H. J. 
McNary. 

The judge’ also held that the 
financing of the two projects 
might be affected by pending | 
litigation seeking to eompel the 
county Board of Election Com- 
missioners to hold a referendum 
in August 1960 on the Jefferson 
Barracks project. 

Cites Provision on Suits. 

In this connection Judge Hart | 
noted that the annual contribu- 
tions contract under which PHA | 
agreed to advance funds for the | 
two projects provides that PHA | 
is not obligated to provide | 
money if there is any litigation | 
“pending or threatened” that | 
would materially affect the de- | 
velopment or operatidn of a low- 
rent housing project. 

In his ruling Judge Hart de- 
nied motions by the Housing Au- 
thority seeking, preliminary and 
permanent injunctions to restrain 
Slusser from refusing to make 
funds availablé. He also denied 
motions by both the authority 
and PHA, each seeking a sum- 
mary judgment in its favor. 

Attorneys for the Housing Au- 
thority and PHA agreed that the 

ruling today leaves the tangled 
situation affecting the housing 
projects about where it was be- 
fore the Housing Authority suit 
was filed. 

J. Parker Connor, attorney for 
the county agency, said the usual 
procedure would be to appeal 
the ‘ruling to the United States 
Court of Appeals.

AT HOSPITAL x 


10 BE SCREENED 


Mental patients in St. Louis 
Chronic Hospital will be screened 
and evaluated by Dr. George 
A. Ulett, medical director of 
Malcolm Blis$ Medical Center 
and in charge of all psychiatric 
services in the city’s hospital, 
it was announced today. 

Purpose of the screening will 
be to determine the “‘mental! con- 
dition” of each patient, Dr. J. 
Ear! Smith, director of health 
and hospitals, said. ‘“‘No one 
knows for sure at this time what 
the mental status of the patients 
is,” he explained. 

This was disputed by Dr. Jo- 
sept P. Costello Jr., medical di- 
rector of the chronic hospital 
since 1955. 

Costello’s Contention. 

“The mental patients have been 
screened and evaluated once a 
year since 1955," Dr. Costello 
told the Post-Dispatch. ‘There 
is no question that they are in- 
curably mentally ill,” he said. 

The screening has been done 
by psychiatrists from Malcolm 
Bliss Hospital, Costello said. 
Treatment of the mental patients 
at Chronic Hospital is supervised 
by psychiatrists from Bliss, he 
added. 

The Post-Dispatch disclosed 
yesterday that 278 mental pa- 
tients, 121 of them considered 
dangerous, are being housed in 
the hospital, 5800 Arsenal street. 

The hospital, a city institution, 
never was intended as a place 
for mentally ill persons, except 
in cases of aged persons who 
became mentally ill after ad- 
mission. It is intended for aged 
persons with chronic illnesses, 

Dr. Smith, who has been direc- 
tor of health and hospitals since 
last January, said he was unsure 
of the exact number of mental 
patients being housed at Chronic 
Hospital. 

He formerly was city health 
commissioner. 

Seeks to Move Some. 

Dr. Smith said he is negoti- 
ating with officials of the state 
mental hospital for removal of 
some of the mental patients to 
that institution at 5400 Arsenal, 
or perhaps to state mental hos- 
pitals elsewhere in the state. 

He indicated that those pa- 
tients who are suffering from 
mental conditions expected with 
old age probably would not be 
moved from Chronic Hospital, 
pointing out that the state men- 
tal hospital here already is over- 
crowded. 

The housing of 278 mental pa- 
tients at Chronic Hospital has 
aggravated the long - standing 
problem of overcrowding there. 

The total hospital population 
last week was 1424 patients. The 
hospital has a rated capacity of 
1000 patients, Joseph Shank, hos- 
pital administrator, said.

Mrs. Nixon Visits Museum. 

Soon after arrival, Mrs. Nixon 
made a rapid tour through sec- 
tions of Leningrad’s huge Her- 
mitage museum, which houses 
oné of the world’s leading col- 
lections of European painting 
and sculpture. 

With her was Mrs. Kozlov and 
Mrs. Zhukov. | 
Mrs. Nixon was not recog- 
nized during the museum visit. 
Officials said there were quite 
a lot of American tourists as 
well as Russians, but her party 
went through like any other tour 

party. 

The Nixons paid an overnight 
visit to the Khrushchevs’ big 
cream-colored country home, or 
dacha, in a wooded park about 
20 miles outside Moscow. Nixon 
returned to the United States 
embassy residence last night and 
drafted a detailed report on the 
conversation for President Eis- 
enhower and Secretary of State 
Christian A. Herter. 

Herbert G. Klein, Nixon’s press 
aid, hinted that the talk did lit- | 
tle to’ solve any of the major 
differences dividing the United 
States and Russia. 

“There naturally were major 
differences of opinion,’’ he said, 
*‘but the discussions at all times 
were calm. 

“The Vice President considers 
this to have been 4q.-full and 
complete discussion, within the 
time limits, of major issues.’’ 

Klein said there was ‘“‘a com- 
plete give and take’’ of opinion 
on a wide range of topics. 
Possibly Their Last Meeting. 

The meeting, sixth between 
Khrushchev and Nixon since the 
Vice President arrived last 
Thursday, may be their Jast. | 
Klein said, however, a farewell 
meeting was not ruled out when | 
Nixon returns from his visit to 
Leningrad and Siberia. 

The two leaders talked during 
a long Sunday dinner on a tree- 
shaded knoll overlooking the 
Moscow river. First Deputy Pre- 
miers Anastas I. Mikoyan and 
Kozlov, United States Ambassa- 
dor Llewellyn Thompson and 
President Eisenhower’s brother, 
Dr. Milton Eisenhower, also 
were at the table. Aids said they 
sat silently by as the Vice Presi- 
dent .and the Premier did the 
talking. 

It was emphasized that the 
talks did not constitute negotia- 
tions. And this could be seen 
in the fact that Mrs. Nixon and 
Mrs. Khrushchev along with the 
wives Of Mikoyan and Kozlov 
were present during the entire 
exchange, which began at 3:30 
p.m. 

Mr. and Mrs. Khrushchev did 
not arrive at the dacha until 
shortly after noon. A _ United 
States reporter and photogra- 
pher and a Soviet reporter were 
admitted to report the prelimi- 
naries. The two reporters took 
notes and agreed on a pooled 
report of what had been said. 


Reporters’ Notes Scrutinized. 

Nixon and Khrushchev took 
the usual step of reviewing the 
notes and agreed they reflected 
accurately what had been said. 
The joint account thus relayed 
to the world said neither was 
offended by the blunt talk last 
Friday when the two men de- 
bated on the threshold of the 
electronic kitchen of a mode 
American home in the United 
States exposition in Sokolniki 
park. 


The exchange, they said, was 
“hard hitting, direct, frank—but 
not belligerent.” 

Dressed in a _ cream-colored 
sports shirt with a lace-trimmed 
collar, Khrushchev turned to 
Nixon and asked: ‘‘Were you of- 
fended?”’ 

‘“‘Never,” said Nixon. ‘Mr. 
Khrushchev and | have some 
real and honest differences but 
we are aiike in this respect: 
we both came from humble fam- 
ilies and both have a practice of 
speaking directly and not beating 
around the bush. 

‘We both believe this is the 
way to discuss—always frankly 
and directly, but never belliger- 
ently.”

“Peace and friendship (mir 
drupza),”’ the Vice President 
would echo in Russian. 

At the last stop Nixon turned 
to the Premier and said, “‘You 
know, Mr. Khrushchev, I must 
admire you. This jis the eighth 
time you've stopped. You never 
miss a chance to make propa- 
ganda.” 

‘“‘No, no, I don’t make propa- 
ganda,’ Khrushchev said. ‘I 
tell the truth.” 

Refers to Summit Parley. 

Standing on the grassy knoll in 
front of his dacha, Khrushchev 
pointed to the restful surround- 
ings and said, “We should have 
a summit conference here, in- 
stead of sitting in Geneva many 
months eating so many pies.”’

TWO SISTERS DROWNED 
BY SUCTION IN CANAL| 


MERCED, Calif., July 27 (AP) 
—The powerful suction of an ir- 
sigation canal headgate caused 
the death of two sisters and | 
nearly drowned their uncle. | 

Melba and Dolores Campbell, | 


17 and 18 years old, daughters | 
of the Rev. and Mrs. M. F.

Most of the groups concerned, however, 
have been unwilling to merge their efforts, 
partly because of the feeling that they have 
a special appeal to the families and friends 
of victims of a given disease, or that this 
disease is more likely than another to evoke 
public interest. But a really important de- 
parture from this attitude now is in the 
making. The American Heart Association has 
announced that it is forming a committee of 
physicians, scientists and community leaders 
to study the problem of multiple health ap- 
peals. And the American Cancer Society has 
announced its indorsement of this plan. 

Thus two of the largest voluntary health 
groups in the country have become the first 
to acknowledge that the established method 
of raising funds may not be the best. 

It is to be hoped that they will find a 
formula for cutting down the number of ap- 
peals and of enlisting the co-operation of 
other voluntary health agencies. To the re- 
luctant, it may be pointed out that the dupli- 
cation of drives makes such demands on the 
time of volunteer solicitors—often the same 
persons are asked to work for all agencies— 
that they lose much of their willingness to 
serve. The cost of multiple drives also may 
be cited. Furthermore, many corporations 
have become so annoyed by repeated requests 
for permission to approach their employes 
that there is a mounting temptation to say 
No to one and all. 

More important, however, is the fact that 
an imbalance has developed between the 
prevalence of certain diseases and the 
amount of money raised to combat them. 
There also is the possibility that the answer 
to, say, cancer may come from researchers 
who are not working primarily on cancer but 
in some field witth less dramatic appeal. Most 
of us would be grateful for an objective sur- 
vey of the urgency of research projects, and 
for a new approach to their support, an ap- 
proach which would make it more nearly 
certain that contributions were used to do 
the greatest good for the greatest number. 


The Postal Censor Upset 


The Postmaster General can claim to have 
special competence in the technique of han- 
dling mail, but he has no special competence 
or authority as a censor, Such is the sub- 
stance of the admirable opinion by Federal 
Judge Frederick Van Pelt Bryan of New York 
which upset the Post Office bar on “Lady 
Chatterley’s Lover.” 

Postmaster General Smumerfield had 
sought to support his ban by contending he 
was merely applying to D. H. Lawrence’s 
novel the tests of obscenity established by 
the courts. But Judge Bryan very properly 
points out that it is up to the courts, not to 
the Postmaster General, to interpret these 
tests. No law, he said, gives that functionary 
the power to make a final determination on 
any book’s alleged obscenity. 

Judge Bryan’s own determination as to the 
Lawrence novel is quite the opposite of Mr. 
Summerfield’s. It is so well reasoned that 
we are confident it will stand up both in pub- 
lic opinion and in the courts. Beyond the 
immediate case, he has these memorable 
words: to say about censorship in general: 

It is essential to the maintenance of a free 
society that the severest restrictions be placed 
upon restraints which may tend to prevent the 
dissemination of idéas. It matters not whether 
such ideas be expressed in political pamphlets 
or works of political, economic or social theor 
or criticism, or through artistic media. Aill 
suoh expressions must freely available. 

A work of literaturé published and distributed 
through normal channels by a reputable — 
lisher stands on quite a different footing from 
hard core pornography furtively sold for the 
purpose of profiting by the titillation of the 
dirty-minded. 

The distinction is one that needs to be 
borne constantly in mind by all citizens, 
prosecutors and courts engaged in the neces- 
sary and desirable fight against the commer- 
cial exploitation of obscenity. Pornography 
is not entitled to legal protection. Literature 
is. Mr. Summerfield forgot the distinction, 
and Judge Bryan has given him a salutary 
reminder, 


The County’s Windfall 

The tremendous growth of taxable property 
in St. Louis county reflects a situation that is 
a politician’s dream. A continuously balloon- 
ing tax base automatically produces greater 
revenue yields year after year without the 
politicians having to raise taxes a penny. 

This year’s increase in real and personal 
property assessed valuations in the county 
amounts to $100,000,000—a gain in excess of 
10 per cent over a year ago. If values con- 
tinue to grow at that rate, the county’s tax 
rate base will be larger than the city’s in four 
or five years. Already, it is about two-thirds 
the size of the city’s. 

What is important for the politicians in the 
$100,000,000 gain in assessments this year is 
that it produces about $10,000 in cash for 
every penny of tax levied against it. The 
county's 94-cent tax rate thus will produce an 
additional $940,000, although Supervisor Me- 
Nary will not be able to spend it this year. 

This is because of the County Charter’s pe- 
culiar budget rule that prohibits the Super- 
visor from budgeting more than was actually 
received the previous year. In our judgment 
it is a poor rule. If the county did need 
more money in a given year the only way it 
could obtain it would be by raising taxes, even 
though sufficient cash to take care of the 
need lay in the treasury. 

The big danger in the county’s happy finan- 
cial position is that it tends to lull citizens 
into thinking all’s well at the courthouse, and 
this is not so. The county suffers from an

The image that America presents to the 
world is more important than the image Mr. 
Nixon fashions of himself for the 1960 presi- 
dential campaign. 


High Priced Air Force Cadet 


In these days of 40-billion-dollar military 
budgets it is not amiss to reflect on the cost 
of a college education as given at any one 
of the three service academies. The average 
cost per cadet per year at the Military Acad- 
emy is listed by West Point as $13,078. For 
a midshipman at Annapolis it is $7115; at 
the new Air Force Academy it is $28,600, 
with a promise that next year the cost will be 
cut to $22,400. 

Washington University estimates that it 
spent $1260 last year on each student in the 
school of engineering. Of this, $750 was 
tuition paid by the student. In addition, the 
student was required to spend another $1200 
for board, room, clothing and incidentals. 
That is a total of $2460 for a nine-month 
period. 

Even allowing for the faet that cadets are 
in the Government’s care for a full 12 months, 
the cost of a military education at the Air 
Force Academy is high. If, in time to come, 
a Ballistic Missiles Academy is opened, what 
will the cost mount to? 


McClellan’s Unfinished Business 


Bartley C. Crum, New York attorney, made 
big headlines when he testified before the 
McClellan Committee on July 13 that he had 
been offered $105,000 in legal fees for a 
client if Crum would refrain from testifying 
in the investigation of James R. Hoffa. He 
also said a member of his law firm was 
warned that if it continued to represent this 
client—Godfrey P. Schmidt, former monitor 
of the Teamsters—‘“there might not be any 
deliveries” of the product of another Crum 
client. 

Members of the committee used the terms 
“bribe” and “pay-off” in discussing this testi- 
mony. But now Crum has apologized to Ed- 
ward Bennett Williams, Hoffa’s lawyer, and 
to Sydney S. Baron, public relations man. He 
also wrote to the committee that “the testi- 
mony, as I gave it, purporting to convey to 
me through Mr. Baron a threat from Mr. 
Hoffa was inaccurate.” He also said there 
was no foundation for an inference that Wil- 
liams had offered a bribe. The payment of 
Schmidt’s fee was not made contingent on 
his not testifying, and Williams acted on the 
highest professional level, Crum now says. 

Since Crum talked quite a bit to the com- 
mittee and involved other persons than those 
mentioned, Senator McClellan should have 
some additional questions for him. The Sena- 
tor says it us up to the Department of Justice 
“to pursue the matter with a view to deter- 
mining who has committed perjury.” The 
committee has not been so reluctant to call 
other witnesses back a second and a third 
time. Why not Mr. Crum?

THE LIFE OF THE ADMIRAL CHRIS. 
TOPHER COLUMBUS BY HIS SON 
FERDINAND, translated and annotat- 
ed by Benjamin Keen, (Rutgers Uni- 
versity Press, 316 pgs., $7.50.) 


Like many other historical works of 
the period, this most basic of all bi- 
ographies of Christopher Columbus 
was written to redress then current in- 
terpretations.

What the South needs today more 
than any other one thing is for its 
people to catch a vision—not of a 
glorious past, but of a far greater fu- 
ture. They need to see that the South 
today is the most thriving of the three 
regions. 

It is not the richest by far, but its 
wealth and its general welfare are 
increasing more rapidly than that of 
any other region, and that is what I 
mean by most thriving. 

What I would do, if I could, is this. 
I would convince the Southern people 
that their future is brighter than it 
has even been in history; I would so 
inspire them that they would get so 
busy in realizing the opportunities 
ahead that they would forget the deg- 
radations and injustices of the past, 
drown their bitterness in success, and 
revenge the past by becoming the 
prosperous region of the nation.

‘“‘A common national air cargo 
fleet operated by commercial 
carriers could serve the needs 
of both military and commercial 
users in peace and war and at 
the same time be essentially 
self sustaining,” Quesada has 
said.

The airlines long have pro- 
tested that much of the trans- 
portation provided by MATS 
should be handled by commer- 
cial operators. 

Last summer President Eisen- 
hower asked»Secretary of De- 
fense Neil MéElroy for a MATS 
study.

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Fine Vegetables Deserve Fine Sauces 


Fresh vegetables now in market are of fine quality. For a change from the usual “boiled 

and buttered” routine, serve them with a tabasco-seasoned butter sauce or cheese sauce. 

Recipes for these and other sauces are given below. Pictured on the platter are broiled 
tomato halves, green beans and mushrooms.

HOW DO YOU FEEL about © 


vegetables? Before you answer 
that question give it a little 
thought, then be quite honest. 
Now, how DO you feel about 
vegetables? That they are pretty 
dull, but so important nutrition- 
ally that they must be included 
in well-balanced meals? Unfor- 
tunately, this seems to be the 
attitude of many homemakers. 

Vegetables are nutritionally 
important, certainly; but there 
is no reason why they should 
be dull. They add color, flavor 
and texture to a menu; properly 
prepared, they can be one of 
the most interesting courses of 
the meal. 

It is important that fresh veg- 
etables be cooked correctly or 
they will lose much of that color, 
flavor and texture. Cook most 
fresh vegetables, covered, in a 
small amount of boiling salted 
water. Cook the shortest possi- 
ble time to make them crispy- 
tender. (Artichokes, beets, corn 
on the cob and dry onions re- 
quire large amounts of boiling 
water but they; too, should be 
cooked as short a time as possi- 
ble). 

There are so many ways to 
prepare vegetables that it is a 
shame to serve them just boiled 
and buttered every time they 
come to the table. Seasonings 
and sauces can do wondrous 
things to the most humble vege- 
table. 

From the test kitchens of the 
Western Growers Association 
comes this guide for seasoning 
with herbs and spices. Do ex- 
periment with your favorites, 
but remember to use a light 
hand. 

Artichokes: Garlic, oregano. 

Asparagus: Caraway seed, dry 
mustard, nutmeg, sesame seed, 
tarragon, thyme. 

Beets: Allspice, caraway seed, 
celery seed, cloves, dill, nutmeg, 
tarragon.

Samuel H. Liberman, former 
city counselor, was appointed a 
commissioner of the St. Louis 
Housing Authority and of the 
Land Clearance for Redevelop- 
ment Authority today by Mayor 
Raymord R. Tucker.

The study was issued in three 
volumes by the Treasury and 
Federal Reserve Board after a 
year’s investigation by _ staff 
members of both agencies and 
wide consultation with financial 
experts and economists. 

Speculative Splurge. 


The study was prompted by 
the speculative splurge in fed- 
eral bonds in June 1958, which 
was followed by a serious slump 
in the price of federal securities 
and disruption of the market. 

The researchers said _ they 
found almost unanimous opposi- 
tion to another proposal widely 
discussed after the mid-1958 epi- 
sode—that bond trading be car- 
ried on by auction in a newly 
created Government securities 
exchange, similar to a stock ex- 
change, or by concentrating 
such transactions in the New 
York Stock Exchange itself. 

Secretary of the Treasury 
Robert B. Anderson and Martin 
told the Joint committee Friday 
that the auction-exchange idea 
has been rejected.

NCARAGUA RAIDERS

WASHINGTON, July 27 (AP)

Nicaraguan rebels included a 
letter from Maj. Guevara say- 


ing: 

“To civil and military authori- 
ties this letter requests all 
authorities to give every kind 
of co-operation and aid to friend 
(companero) Mr. Rafael Gue- 
vara Sombarriba, friend of the 
cause and a person of complete 
confidence of the undersigned.’’ 

The Honduran government said 
it, also found a receipt from a 
group of Nicaraguan exiles in 
Havana for $2400 received from 
Maj. Guevara. 

Cuba’s representative in the 
0.A.S., Levi Marrero, told a re- 
porter “‘there is a very simple 
explanation for letters such as 
that carried by Sombarriba.” 

The Cuban said “‘this is typical 
case where a man opposing dic- 
tatorship can have no passport 
and the officials of Cuba, in their 
effort to give these people hos- 
pitality and some means of iden- 
tification, give them letters of 
identification. This is exactly the 
same as has happened with the 
United States and other coun- 
tries which during their history 
have received people fleeing 
from oppression.”

PADDLEWHEEL SATELLITE

WASHINGTON, July 27 (UPI)

launch a “‘paddlewhee!l”’ satellite 
from Cape Canaveral, Fia., 
around Aug. 7 to test feasibility | 
of using solar power to operate | 
radio equipment aboard space | 
probes to be fired at the planet | 
Venus. 

Reliable sources said today | 
that if the paddlewheel shot is 
successful that National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administration 
also plans: 

—To launch a 375-pound pay- 
load toward the moon in early 
October with the hope that it 
will go into a lunar orbit. 

—To fire a deep space probe 
in November into a tragectory 
which would take it to the vicin- 
ity of Venus if the planet were 
in a favorable position. Actually, 
Venus won’t be in shooting dis- 
tance of the earth again until 
1961.

“Twentieth Century,” Benjamin explained the other day, 
kind of evolved from some half-finished thinking around CBS. 
The original idea was to do a show based on Mark Sullivan’s 


“The book was certainly well written,” explained Ben- 
“But it dealt with trends rather than in actual his- 
torical sequences. The only way the show could be plausible, 
we decided, was to deal in specifics—to search for the 
microcosm. When we did the show ‘From Kaiser to Fuehrer,’ 
we tried to get below the surface. The Nazi party was held 
in check until 1929 because the one thing they could not deal 
with was prosperity. The tenor of the times is not unlike 
our times. In fact I think the parallel is frightening.” 

Much of “Twentieth Century,” dealing as it does in the 
past, consists of old film clips—after all, you can't shoot any 
new footage of Adolf Hitler or Stalin—and the researchers 
for the show, Mel Stuart and Jim McDonough, have gotten 
very expert at tracking down rare footage. They have dug 
up such oddities as films of Goering looking menacingly in- 
sane and even a clip of Charles Chaplin in an exuberant waltz 
with Winston Churchill. 

“These aren’t easy to find,” Benjamin points out. ‘For 
instance, in our show on Stalingrad, the Russians had had 35 
cameramen at the battle of Stalingrad, but we couldn’t get 
a foot of their film. We had to depend on film from two 
private collectors. One of the shots included a shot of 
Khrushchev hugging Gen. Zhukov. 


“We never take a story if there is no film because 
the show depends a great deal on visual impact. 
However, we have the best writers available—people 
like Don Whitehead, Hal Boyle, Emmett Huges, E. J. 
Kahn, writers who haven’t worked in TV before but 
who are experts in their fields. 


“The last thing we’re proud of—very proud—is our music. 
We all agree this is important and we've gotten the best 
composers we could get. Music is a big item in our budget 
and all the music is original. We're dealing with history, 
using films that are old and worn, and the music feel gives 
the show dramatic values, unifies the ideas and scripts.” 

The newest twist on “Twentieth Century” for the coming 
season will be the use of as many eye-witnesses as possible. 
For instance, the program will have shots of Walter Kerr, 
former foreign correspondent of the New York Herald 
Tribune, who will tell about the Murmansk run he was on. 
There will be much more new footage and less reliance on 
the old. One new show they're particularly proud of (and 
one I'd like to see) is about Paris in the '20s and includes rare 
footage of Ezra Pound taken on nine and a half millimeter 
films by the late composer, George Antheil, who was himself 


part of those fabulous times.

She also got some slips and some white elastic socks and 
shoes. Then she led Mary off and bathed her from head to toe. 

“Now,” said the housekeeper, “this lady is ready for a 
night out.” I took the hint. In spite of the tottering of Mary 
and John, we got them aboard my boat, the Away We Go II, 
and Maty sat aft enjoying the summer breeze and the radio 
music. John was afraid to try, but he turned out to be a 
pretty good helmsman. 

We dined out at the Colony in Rumson; by day we went 
off to Monmouth Race Track. There, the captains took one 
look at the Foleys and did things they never did for me: held 
elevators, assisted Mary and John through corridors.

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_ Brief Reign of the Clipper Ships 


Their Business Was Speed and They Reaped Rich Trade Harvest Until Steam Took Over 


One of the world’s last 
captains sorit- 


In fact, they were produced 
by men anxious only to provide 
the fastest, safest transport un- 
der sail, and they were hewn 
largely with the adze from New 
England trees, Their speed and 
their power astonished the mari- 
time world, but they were gone 
—doomed—in a brief 10 years. 

The story of speed in Ameri- 
can ships precedes the clippers. 
Looking back now, it would al- 
most seem that speed was God. 
But speed is the costliest of all 
qualities to build safely into a 
ship, and (except in time of 
war) the most easily done with- 
out. Why then has the desire to 
build faster, faster ships forever 
been nagging at our designers? 

There are historical reasons 
enough. With plenty of good 
ship-building material to hand 
from his forests, and with river 
mouths and pretty coves aplenty 
to work in, and untrammeled by 
the curb which monopolistic hab- 
its set on Europe’s builders, the 
New Englander—and not only 
the New Englander—early pro- 
duced fast and able little ships. 


Those were the days of pi- 
rates and buccaneers — nasty, 
primitive fellows who were not 
at all the picturesque villains 
the film industry loves to por- 
tray. Pirates meant murder 
and restraint of trade, and 
they had to be avoided if they 
could not, for the moment, be 
outfought. 


In the pre-Revolutionary pe- 
riod, smuggling cargoes ashore 
became not only fashionable but 
patriotic. Smugglers had to have 
fast ships. In the Revolutionary 
War itself the very existence of 
American ships depended on 
their speed. If they were not 
fast they could not hope to de- 
liver their cargoes. Many ships 
turned to privateering—another 
phase of seafaring where speed 
was paramount. Early American 
ships did well against the Brit- 
ish then because they were fast- 
er and at the same time able 
and seaworthy. 

Independence found hundreds 
of competent and fearless sea- 
men used to handling small 
ships at speed and thoroughly 
acquainted with the well-organ- 
ized business of smuggling. Be- 
fore long the Secretary of the 
Treasury, Alexander Hamilton, 
was forming a revenue cutter 
service to cope with the evil. 
He called for ‘10 boats,’ and 
he got 10 lovely fast little clip- 
per-schooners, which became the 
ancestors of the present Coast 
Guard. 

The War of 1812 gave another 
fillip to the privateer. Not only 
one side used privateers. Both 
sides did so, with the conse- 
quence that all merchantmen 
had to be fast or stay in port. 


After 1812 came the slave 
runners. Though the trade was 
outlawed, a fast slave runner 
like the Baltimore clipper Hen- 
riquetta made $400,000 in three 
years by running 3040 slaves 
across to Brazil, and it took 
only six successful voyages. 
Speed was not only necessary 
to avoid interception. It was 
the very crux of getting the 
slaves across alive. 

There were, then, plenty of 
fast American ships before the 
extreme clippers came. There is 
a deal of confusion in the public 
mind about these clippers and 
the term is somewhat lightly 
used. To a sailor a “clipper” 
was a very fast-model hull—rig 
was immaterial but the sails 
had to be piled high—in which 
speed was the first considera- 
tion, and it was often speed re- 
gardless of most other consider- 
ations, 
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Sharpest and fastest of the clipper ships was the Lightning, built in America for British owners. This picture is from a paint- 
ing by Jack Spurling. 


Yankee ships stormed out to 
China carrying a graceful cloud 
of well-cut sails and sailed by 
youngsters who were not afraid 
to get the best out of them, day 
and night. They flung themselves 
across the sea again bound for 
Europe’s markets with tea and 
other Chinese produce in a way 
that never had been seen before. 

The first real clipper ship— 
and I use the term “ship” here 
as it should be used, to indicate 
the rig, a three-masted vessel 
properly square-rigged on all 
masts—was the Rainbow, of 
1845. She had a concave bow 
and ultra-fine ends, and she reg- 
istered 750 tons. She was a suc- 
cess from the start. 


Clipper followed clipper in a 
long succession of lovely, seem- 
ingly unconquerable ships—Hel- 
ena, Houquah, Sea Witch—the 
very names are music. Oppor- 
tunities for trade were for the 
moment endless. The discovery 
of gold in 1849 gave a further 
impetus. Stories drifting back of 
the astronomical costs of every- 
thing in California led many a 
canny New Englander to take 
clipper ships around the Horn. 
Clipper-building boomed. Speed 
stepped up and up. The glorious 
Sovereign of the Seas, though she 
was dismasted and re-rigged on 
the passage, was only 103 days 
from New York to San Francis- 
co and sailed back in 82 days. 
She made 5200 miles, once, in 
three weeks, and she clipped 
along 360 miles in a day when 
she had the wind. 

This was sailing! The Flying 
Cloud did 374 miles a day. The 
Flying Fish averaged 100 days 
to San Francisco (until that time 
120 days had been thought a 
splendid run). 

A new gold rush, this time to 
Australia, gave more business. 
Some of the very greatest of the 
big American clippers were built 
to British order for the Austra- 
lian trade. Yankee ships were 
the best and the world provided 
the buyers, and the users. 


What ships they were! Man 
had never before and has nev- 
er since been hurtled along 
by the elemental force of the 
wind at sea at such a speed, 
to achieve which the vessels 
had to be well-nigh perfect. 
And that they were! Grace of 
line, sea-kindliness of hull, 
true streamlining, maximum 
efficiency from their vast area 
of wind-blown sail, and 
strength enough in their 
standing rigging to accept the 
stress of the thousands of 
horsepower generated aloft— 
for free, by the untaxable, in- 
defatigable ocean wind. They 
combined all these qualities in 
their wondrous forms which, 
even a century later, remain 
an inspiration. 


So much for the ships. What 
about the men? Without able and 
fearless men in unending supply,

ALL THAT SOME interior 
walls and ceilings require before 
they are repainted is a cleaning 
to remove any loose dirt or 
grease but others require all 
sorts of work before they are in 
shape for a fresh coat of paint. 

For example, if water has 
leaked into the wall or ceiling 
you'll have quite a few things to 
do before you begin to paint. 
The loose and blistered paint will 
have to be removed from the 
area and then the water stain 
treated with zinc oxide paste 
(you can get it at a drug store) 
so that the active lime in the 


ways. One idea is to fill in the 
depression with several coats of 
paint. This is good but it takes 
a long time as you may have to 
apply four or five coats before 
you have built up a patch. It’s 
a lot simpler if you fill in these 
spots with spackle or a similar 
filler. When the filler is dry, 
sand it lightly to produce a 
smooth surface and then prime 
with a thin coat of paint. Spots 
where the finish coat of plaster 
has become chipped off can be 
treated in a similar manner. 
You often will find rather large 
cracks where wood trim around 
doors and windows has pulled 
away from the plaster.

the clippers would not have been 
worth much. But read what the 
greatest rival had to say on this 
subject. Lindsay, the historian 
of the British Merchant Service, 
says: “During the first half of 
the Nineteenth Century, the mas- 
ters of American vessels were 
as a rule greatly superior to 
those who held similar positions 
in English ships.”’ As for crew- 
men, a British House of Com- 
mons’ report referred to the 
“vast superiority” of American 
officers and crew. 

This driving era was not an 
age of recklessness — far. from 
it! These seamen knew what 
they were at. Any fool could 
drive a ship under but they 


drove them skillfully, scientifi- 
cally, and to survive, And they 
did survive. 

But already then steamships 
(of a sort) were crossing the 
North Atlantic, more or less reg- 
ularly. American packets fought 
back hard at steam as late as 
the 1870s. But it was a losing 
fight. The customers, then as 
now, went in the fastest and best 
ships no matter how much they 
might applaud the spirit of other 
vessels. Before 1850, Cunard 
steamers were crossing from 
New York to Liverpool in less 
than 11 days and coming back 
westbound—the harder way—in 
less than a fortnight. 

Not to be driven off the seas 


by what they regarded as an 
“arrogant monopoly,” the Amer- 
ican Collins Line of trans-At- 
lantic steamships was formed 
and began business in April, 
1850. The Collins Line ships were 
good and they were fast—faster 
than the Cunarders. Soon they 
had a good share of the passen- 
ger trade—for a while, the best 
of it. 

But speed cost money—a lot 
of money. Powerful engines 
burned a great deal of fuel. Di- 
rectors of the Collins Line were 
soon telling a Congress which 
paid scant attention that it cost 
$1,000,000 a year to effect a sav- 
ing of a day and a half on the 
trans-Atlantic run. There were 
four Collins steamers then, sev- 
en Cunarders. The Cunarders 
had an assured mail subsidy and 
they plugged steadily on. It was 
the-Collins ships which went out 
of business. 


Politics sank more American 
ships than ice and collisions ever 
did. By 1861, the American flag 
had disappeared from the steam- 
er routes. 

Fast sailing ships were a mat- 
ter of skill and good seaman- 
ship which the virile Yankees 
could well supply. But speed un- 
der power was a different thing. 
Its source and its strength were 
money — money which Washing- 
ton’s politicians consistently re- 
fused to supply. 


The day of the clippers, the 
great day of American excel- 
lence in speed at sea, was gone. 
But the ideal of speed, combined 
with seaworthiness, was never 
given up—as evidenced today by 
the fast American passenger 
ships, tankers, and freighters 


which ply seven seas.
